The present conductive coil 4 0 of the invention thus can be 
placed between the sapphire tubing 3 0 and the ceramic tubing 38 
to rapidly transfer thermal energy away from the sapphire tube 
30. In the embodiment shown in Fig. 3, the dielectric ceramic 
tubing 3 8 has grooves 42 cut into the surface facing the sapphire 
tube to accommodate the conductive coil 40. Since the conductive 
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
